By the o ddest circu mstances I came to learn o f an incident 
in which the Jewells befriended a distre.'^.sed family almo st fifty 
years ago . 
While attending a newspaper co nv entio n in Chicago last Oc­ 
to ber I met a stranger in a ho tel lo bby. 
We began a co nv er­ 
satio n which rev ealed he was fro m Io wa. 
I mentio ned my ho me 
to wn, Sedalia. 
The stranger said he had nev er been in Sedalia, 
b u t was bo rn in Springfield, Mo . 
I, to o , was bo rn in Springfield. 
‘‘By the way,” co ntinu ed the stranger, “since yo u are a 
new spaper man, yo u o u ght to kno w a m an named Jewell do wn 
there. 
He is my Go dfather and I am named fo r him, altho u gh 
1 spell m y first name Jewel. 
This rather su rprising co incidence o f to tal strangers m.eet- 
Ing in a Chicago ho tel lo bby and learning their birthplace was 
the same to wn and bo th had the same Go dfather, bro u ght o u r 
co nv ersatio n to a mo re intimate trend. 
The Io wan then to ld the backgro u nd o f his co ming into 
the wo rld as he had receiv ed the sto ry in later years fro m his 
m o th e r’! lips. 
Befo re^he was bo rn, his mo ther and father and 
gev eral children, practically penniles.s, had set o u t by wago n 
fro m Io wa to seek a liv eliho o d in Arkansas. 
They had reached

the hanging episo de resu lted in prem atu re deliv ery o f the child. 
The plight o f the destitu te family became kno wn and reached the 
ears o f Mr. Jewell, the newspaper pu blisher, then a yo u ng man. 
“ Mr. Jewell and his wife saw that mo ther and myself were 
pro perly tak-en care o f—giv en adequ ate medical care, shelter 
and fo o d,” the Io wan co ntinu ed. “My m o ther was giv en strength 
by fu ch u nexpected kindness to ward o u r po o r family. 
Befo re 
w e co ntinu ed o u r wago n jo u rney so u th mo ther and father were 
fu rther pleased to hav e Mr. Jewell beco me my Go dfather at 
baptismal serv ice.« ;. 
Thu s I came by my name— Jewel.” 
In later years the family retu rned to Io wa where yo u ng 
Jew el pro spered in bu siness. 
He said he always had it in mind 
to go to Springfield and call o n his Go dfather and express again 
thanks fo r the kindness sho wn his family.

acco mplished the missio n I do no t kno w.
